The Five-Gallon Law. 


The now law goes into effect July 1st. 


The first section contains the pith of the 
matter, except that another section says 
it shall not bo necessary to state the kind 
of liquor sold, and is as follows: 


"That whoever ehiUl, outside of the in- 


corporated limits of any city, town, or 
village, by himself or another, either as 
principal, clerk, or servant, directly or 
indirectly, sell, barter or exchange, or in 
any other manner dispose of for money 
or anything of value, any intoxicating 
liquors of any kind, in any less quantity 
than five gallons and in the original 
package aa put up by the manufacturer, 
shall for each offence be fined not less 
than .f?r>() nor moro than $100, or impris- 
onment in the county jail not less than 
30 nor more than 90 days, or both in the 
discretion of the court."
